Paignton offers great days out 
including its famous zoo, and the traditional fishing harbour 
of Brixham is awash with seafood restaurants, waterside 
pubs and cafés. This whole area is also home to a huge 
selection of beaches from small, romantic coves to larger, 
award-winning stretches. The Jurassic Coast is a UNESCO 
World Heritage Site which stretches for 95 miles along the 
Devon/Dorset coast, revealing 185 million years of geology 
and is a must for visitors to the South West.

Stretching from historic Lyme Regis in the west to 
Christchurch in the east, and including a number of 
designated heritage areas, the whole Dorset coastline 

is a treasure trove of geology. Interesting landforms are 
plentiful - Durdle Door, Lulworth Cove, the Isle of Portland 
with the famous Portland Bill lighthouse and the shingle 
bank of Chesil Beach to name but a few. Weymouth and 
Portland are two of the best sailing locations in Europe and 
offer water sports galore, as well as pretty harbours. For 
traditional English seaside resorts visit Victorian Swanage, or 
Bournemouth with its fine sandy beach, perfect for families. 
Inland, enchanting market towns, quaint villages and rolling 
countryside play host to delightful shops, museums, family 
attractions, historic houses and beautiful gardens such as 
the Sub-Tropical Gardens at Abbotsbury. Explore Dorset’s 
natural beauty on foot or by bicycle at Stoborough Heath 
and Hartland Moor nature reserves.

GLOUCESTERSHIRE 


Perfect for a relaxing break or as a base for touring the 
Cotswolds, Cheltenham is an elegant spa town where 
Regency town houses line the historic promenade and leafy 
squares. Relax in award-winning gardens or visit one of the 
impressive range of sporting and cultural events such as The 
Cheltenham Gold Cup or The Cheltenham Festival of music. 


In the north of the Severn Vale, the ancient settlement of 
Tewkesbury, famous for its fine half-timbered buildings, 
network of alleyways and 12th Century Norman Abbey, is 
one of the best medieval townscapes in England. Enjoy a 
riverside stroll along the River Severn or a boat trip along 
the Avon. At the centre of the Severn Vale, Gloucester is a 
vibrant and multicultural city, combining historic architecture 
with numerous visitor attractions, shops and a collection of 
mouth watering tea shops, restaurants, bars and pubs. The 
city, with its impressive cathedral, is linked to Sharpness

Topped by the tower of the ruined 15th Century church, 
Glastonbury Tor is the stuff of myth and legend, rising high 
above the Somerset Levels near the delightful town of 
Glastonbury. Believed to be the site of a Saxon fortress, it 
has breathtaking views reaching to Wells, the Mendips and 
the Bristol Channel in the north, Shepton Mallet and Wiltshire 
in the east, south to the Polden Hills and to the Quantocks 
and Exmoor in the west.

Marlborough, famed for its 
charming high street and independent shops, is stylish and 
sophisticated with a cosmopolitan café culture, while Wilton, 
the ancient capital of Wessex, is home to Wilton House and 
a beautiful Italianate Church.

THE CHANNEL ISLANDS 


Britains’ southernmost islands lie some 14 miles off the 
French coast, yet despite many French place names, 


hey have not been owned by France since William the 
Conqueror. Each has its own appeal and the islanders, 
proud of their heritage, will afford the warmest of welcomes. 


GUERNSEY 


With a modern airport, excellent harbour, a wide range of 


attractive accommodation and many unique attractions, 
Guernsey is a haven for the holiday maker. St Peter Port, 
the capital, is a busy commercial centre and harbour. The 
Little Chapel is the smallest in the world, lavishly decorated 
and with room for only five worshippers at a time. Victor 
Hugo lived in exile in the town for 15 years and his former 
home, Hauteville House, is now a museum. There are a 
host of other museums, a butterfly centre and a variety of 
archeological sites as well as spectacular cliff walks and 
beautiful countryside to explore. 
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JERSEY 


Jersey is the largest and most southerly of the Channel 
Islands and measures just 45 square miles. Leave the 

car behind and make tracks on foot or pedal along green 
country lanes. Discover the island’s fascinating history - in 
just a short distance, it is possible to travel from prehistoric 
to postwar times. In the east, the 13th century Mont Orgueil 
Castle overlooks Grouville Bay. The Maritime Museum 
celebrates Jersey's long association with the sea, while the 
Jersey War Tunnels record the occupation of Jersey during 
the second world war. The Durrell Wildlife Conservation Trust 
is a ‘must see’ for any visitor to the island.

ALDERNEY, HERM & SARK 


Alderney is just 1.5 miles wide and 3.5 miles long and 

is Known as ‘the most English’ of the islands. It has an 
abundance of flora, fauna and wildlife, beautiful beaches and 
a relaxed friendly lifestyle. Sights include St Anne’s Church, 
often referred to as The Cathedral of the Channel Islands, 
the Alderney Society Museum, covering the island’s history 
and development, the lighthouse and Alderney Railway, the 
only one in the Islands, dubbed The Orient Express and a 
favourite for railway enthusiasts and children alike. There are 
boat services to unspoilt Herm, which measures just half a 
mile square and can be covered on foot in a couple of hours, 
and to Sark, the smallest of the main Channel islands, which 


boasts 40 miles of picturesque coastline and no cars - travel 
is by bicycle or horsedrawn cart. The beautiful walled gardens 
of Sark’s Seigneurie are one of the most popular attractions 
and the island was designated a Dark-Sky community in 
2011, being the first Dark-Sky island in the world, sufficiently 
clear of light pollution to allow naked-eye astronomy.

The Norfolk Broads and 
Suffolk Coast have always been popular with yachtsmen and the 
North Norfolk Coast has become a fashionable getaway in recent 
years. Cambridge is steeped in history and oozes sophistication, 
while Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire and Essex each have their own 
charms, with pockets of beauty and fascinating heritage. This is a 
diverse region where you'll find plenty to keep you busy. 


Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, Essex, 
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BEDFORDSHIRE & HERTFORDSHIRE 


History, the arts, family entertainment and relaxing, unspoilt 
countryside - this area has it all. Bedfordshire has plenty of 
attractions, from exotic animals at Whipsnade Zoo to vintage 
aeroplanes at The Shuttleworth Collection and notable 
historic houses. Woburn Abbey, the still inhabited home of 
the Dukes of Bedford, stands in a 8000-acre park and is 
part of one of Europe's largest drive-through game reserves. 
The 18th century mansion’s 14 state apartments are open

Roman walls, mosaic floors and part of an amphitheatre 
are still visible at Verulanium, St Albans and Much Hadham, 
where the Bishops of London used to have their country 
seat, is a showpiece village. Welwyn Garden City, one of 
Britain's first 20th century new towns retains a certain art 


deco charm. 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE & ESSEX 


Cambridge is a city of winding streets lined with old houses, 


world-famous colleges and churches, while the gently 
flowing Cam provides a serene backdrop to the architectural 
wonders. Kings College Chapel, started by Henry VI in 1446 
should not be missed and the Fitzwilliam Museum is one of 
Europe’s treasure houses, with antiquities from Greece and 
Rome. First-class shopping can be found in the quirky stores 
and exquisite boutiques tucked away along cobbled streets, 
and there’s a vast choice of places to eat and drink. 


=urther afield, Cambridgeshire is a land of lazy waterways,

eisure boat, watching the wildlife in one of the wonderful 
vature reserves. Peterborough has a fine Norman cathedral 
with three soaring arches, whilst Ely has had an abbey on its 
cathedral site since AD 670. 


Western Essex is dotted with pretty historic market towns 
and villages like Thaxted and Saffron Walden and plenty of 
historic sites. County town Colchester was founded by the 
Romans and its massive castle keep, built in 1067 on the 
site of the Roman Temple of Claudius, houses a collection 
of Roman antiquities. Explore the beautiful gardens and 
110ft Norman Keep at Hedingham Castle, which also holds 
jousting and theatre performances.

estuaries provide havens for yachts and pleasure craft. Inland, 


Layer Marney Tower is a Tudor palace with buildings, gardens 
and parkland dating from 1520 in a beautiful, rural Essex 
setting. The county city of Chelmsford has a historic 15th 
century cathedral and Hylands House is a beautiful Grade II* 


listed neo-classical villa, set in over 500 acres of Hylands Park.

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NORFOLK 


Norfolk is not as flat as you might think, but cycling or 
walking is still a great way to see the county. In the west 
Thetford Forest is said to be the oldest in England while in 


the east, the county is crisscrossed by waterways and lakes 
known as The Broads - apparently the remains of medieval 
man’s peat diggings! 


The county town of Norfolk and unofficial capital of East 
Anglia is Norwich, a fine city whose cathedral walls are 
decorated with biblical scenes dating from 1046. There are 
80 medieval churches in central Norwich and many other 
interesting historic sites, but modern Norwich is a stylish 
contemporary city with first rate shopping and cultural 


facilities. Sandringham, near Kings Lynn in the north west 
of the county, is the royal palace bought by Queen Victoria 
for the then Prince of Wales and where the present Queen 
spends many a family holiday. 


The North Norfolk coast has become known as ‘Chelsea- 
on-Sea’ in recent years and many parts of the region have 
developed a reputation for fine dining. From Hunstanton in 
the west to Cromer in the east, this stretch of coastline is 
home to nature reserves, windswept beaches and quaint 
coastal villages. Wells-next-the-Sea, with its long sweeping 
beach bordered by pine woodland has a pretty harbour with 
small fishing boats where children fish for crabs.

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Suffolk is famous for its winding lanes and pastel painted, 
thatched cottages. The county town of |pswich has 
undergone considerable regeneration in recent years, and 
now boasts a vibrant waterfront and growing arts scene. For 
history lovers, Framlingham Castle has stood intact since 
the 13th century and magnificent churches at Lavenham, 
Sudbury and Long Melford are well worth a visit. 


The Suffolk Coast & Heaths Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty has 155 square miles of unspoilt wildlife-rich 
wetlands, ancient heaths, windswept shingle beaches and 
historic towns and villages for you to explore. Its inlets and 
estuaries are extremely popular with yachtsmen. Gems such 
as Southwold, with its brightly coloured beach huts, and 
Aldeburgh are home to some excellent restaurants. Snape 
Maltings near Aldeburgh offers an eclectic programme of 
events including the world famous Aldeburgh Festival of 
music. The historic market town of Woodbridge on the River 
Deben, has a working tide mill, a fabulous riverside walk with 
an impressive view across the river to Sutton Hoo and an 
abundance of delightful pubs and restaurants. 


In the south of the county, the hills and valleys on the 
Suffolk-Essex border open up to stunning skies, captured 

in paintings by Constable, Turner and Gainsborough. At the 
heart of beautiful Constable Country, Nayland and Dedham 
Vale Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty are idyllic places for 


a stroll or leisurely picnic.

Pretty 
Llanidoes, with its 16th century market hall, stands almost 
at the centre of Wales at the confluence of the Severn and 
Clywedog rivers. Historic Machynlleth is where the Welsh 
rebel leader Owain Glyndwr set up his Welsh Parliament 
in 1404 and today it has a number of visitor attractions 
including MOMA, Wales (Museum Of Modern Art). 


To the east, the Welsh Marches with their traditional black 
and white buildings were once governed by the Marcher 
Lords on behalf of the King. Significant traces of the 
massive dyke, built by the 8th century Saxon king to keep 
marauding Welsh forces out of his kingdom, remain forming 
the basis of Offa’s Dyke Trail, a 168 mile north to south 
walkway. Charming, lively market towns jostle for attention, 
with literary and outdoorsy types well catered for. Stop for 
lunch and book shopping in Hay-on-Wye, regarded as 

the second-hand book capital of the world. A year-round 
programme of festivals and cultural events is also on offer 
including the Hay Festival and HowTheLightGetsIn.

The Brecon Beacons National Park includes majestic 
reservoirs, waterfalls and caves and is perfect for walking 
and horseriding, particularly around the Black Mountains, 
where both novice and experienced riders will find fabulous 
trekking. The Beacons Way is a magical 152km (95mile) walk 
across the Park. From gentle cycling between pretty villages 
to extreme mountain biking, the Beacons has something for 
every pedalling style and also has one of Europe's longest 
cave networks. Don’t miss the awe-inspiring architecture of 
Brecon Cathedral or the annual summer Brecon Jazz festival, 
both of which draw visitors from far and wide. 


Ceredigion and Cardigan Bay have a multitude of attractions 
for visitors, indoor and out. The award-winning Aberystwyth 
Arts Centre is Wales’ largest, with a wide-ranging artistic 
programme of drama, dance, music and visual arts.

A 
secluded world of its own, with limestone cliffs, remote bays 
and miles of golden sands, the Peninsula is Wales’ very own 
‘Riviera’.

Museum with its 100 year old farm memorabilia. Outside 
Port Talbot, the 850 acre Margam Country Park includes an 
lron Age hill fort, a restored abbey church with windows by 
William Morris, Margam Stones Museum with stones and 
crosses dating form the 5th-11th centuries and the main 
house with its 327ft orangery. En route to Cardiff are the 

late 19th century Castell Coch (Red Castle), a mixture of 
Victorian Gothic and fairytale styles and the well preserved 
13th century Caerphilly Castle, with its famous leaning tower.

SOUTH WALES 


Think of green valleys, warm welcomes, castles, myths and 
magic.

If you want a real Welsh experience 
then you must visit South Wales. The Vale of Glamorgan is 
perfect for those who love the outdoor life and discovering 
towns and villages packed full of traditional charm and 
character. Porthcawl and Barry Island are cheerful beach 
holiday resorts fringed by the striking Heritage Coast and 
lovely green countryside. The remains of the Norman 
Ogmore Castle can be found beside the river Ewenny, the 
joining point of two major Welsh counties of Bridgend and 
the Vale of Glamorgan. A few miles west of Cardiff, in the 
heart of the Vale of Glamorgan countryside, Dyffryn Gardens 
has over 55 acres of exceptional Edwardian garden design 
and is easily one of the most beautiful gardens in Wales. 


Cardiff is Wales’ capital city and at its heart, the spectacular 
castle walls conceal a fascinating history. Modern Cardiff 
offers spectacular shopping, museums, dining and 
entertainment - be sure to visit the free National Museum 
Cardiff. Cyfarthfa Castle built in 1824, is an impressive 
homage to the Industrial Revolution and a great day out. 
Take a ride on a vintage steam locomotive through beautiful 
scenery along the length of the Taf Fechan Reservoir to 
Torpantau, high in the Brecon Beacons, on one of the

most popular railways in Wales. Blaenavon is one of the 

best preserved 18th century ironworks in Europe, complete 
with furnaces, cast houses, a magnificent water balance 
tower, calcining kilns and ironworkers cottages. High on the 
bracken-covered moors of north Gwent near Blaenavon, Big 
Pit, now the National Mining Museum of Wales, is part of the 
Blaenavon World Heritage Site. 


The borderlands of the Wye Valley and Vale of Usk, once 
home to King Arthur, the Romans and the Normans, today 
offer a wealth of heritage, dramatic landscapes, nature trails, 
walking, mountain biking and canoeing, as well as great 
food. Wales’ boundary with England is marked by the Black 
Mountains, north of Abergavenny, rising to 2,660 feet at 
Waun Fach. Hay Bluff, near Llanthony Priory affords amazing 
views westwards. Great castles are the legacy of Llywelyn 
the Great's resistance to the English and ancient monastic 
orders sought solitude at settlements such as Tintern Abbey. 
Usk’s charm lies in its riverside walks and small independent 
shops, tearooms and pubs, and it hosts a fantastic Winter 
Festival. The remains of Caerleaon Roman Fortress and 
Baths near Newport paint a vivid picture of life in second- 
century Roman Britain, while the Offa’s Dyke National Trail is 
just one of the borderlands many long distance footpaths. 

In the Welsh section of The Wye Valley Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty, the A466 is a beautiful valley road that winds 
along the gorge from Chepstow to Monmouth, perfect for a 


leisurely drive.
